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UK turning 
away from 
wind farms, 
says hip 

WIND power could be 
pushed aside as the UK gov¬ 
ernment turns its attention 
to shale gas, according to a 
leading campaigner against 
a string of pylons across the 
Welshpool and Oswestry 
areas. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies is leading the 
fight against plans to build 
wind farms in Mid Wales 
and have them linked via 
cables to the national supply 
in Shropshire. 

Mr Davies said that he 
thought the UK was turning 
its attention to shale gas, 
saying that while he was not 
convinced by it, he was 
pleased that it provided a 
move away from wind 
energy. 

He said: “I am starting to 
believe the UK really is 
going to go for shale gas as I 
had not been convinced to 
date. The scales are finally 
falling from wind farm 
obsessed eyes. 

“It is becoming clear that 
there is a huge amount of 
shale gas available here and 
I feel that it will be some¬ 
thing huge for the north of 
England. It could be very 
prosperous for the area. 

“I think it will mean that 
there are big changes to 
what energy we are looking 
at for the future and it could 
be that attention is at last 
turning away from wind 
energy.”

NEW PUNCH DEAL 


AN Oswestry brewery has won a contract to 
supply 800 pubs owned by Punch Taverns 
with its award-winning bitter. 

Stonehouse Brewery is bucking the national trend 
by increasing sales and is moving into a new 
£200,000, purpose-built home at Weston Lane on the 
outskirts of the town. 

The brewery recently won the Society Of Independent 
Brewers National Standard Bitter 2013 Award with Station 


Bitter, which has led to an 
increase in the number of 
orders from local outlets. 

And now the family-run 
business is celebrating again 
after Punch placed a six- 
week order for Station Bit¬ 
ter for their 800 pubs. 

“We have already supplied 
Punch with 150, nine gallon 
casks, in the last two weeks 
and have to up that supply 
to 200 a week over the next 
six,” said Alison Parr, who 
runs the business with her 
husband Shane. 

Fantastic 

“It is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity,” said Mrs Parr. “We 
hope to raise the profile of 
our beer and that of 
Oswestry in general. Hope¬ 
fully Punch customers will 
like Station Bitter and the 
order will become a regular 
one. 

“Luckily our new prem¬ 
ises, alongside the current 
building, was ready for us to 
move into and we have been 
able to bring in extra staff to 
help us build up stocks. 

“But this order will really 
stretch our resources and 
although we will cope in the 
short term we will need to 
reassess the situation if the 
order becomes permanent. 

“We already needed the 
additional space because of a 
growing order book but now 
have the capacity to cope 
with additional orders and 
can bring in more tanks 
when we need them. 

“If Punch customers are 
impressed with Station Bit¬ 
ter, and we think they will 
be, it will mean more jobs for 
Oswestry.”

The order has meant that 
staff at Stonehouse have 
been working late hours to 
meet demands. Stonehouse 
currently employ eight staff 
working alongside Shane 
and Alison. 

Despite falling beer sales 
across the country the 
Stonehouse owners are con¬ 
fident that there is still a 
market for real ales. 

“While beer sales have 
been falling for several years 
the demand for real ale is 
still there and has not been 
affected as much,” said Mrs 
Parr. 

“People’s drinking habits 
have changed. More people 
drink at home and more peo¬ 
ple are finding the costs too 
much.” 

UK beer sales have been 
in decline for years with 
sales falling 2.9 per cent in 
the first quarter of 2013, 
according to the latest 
British Beer & Pub Associa¬ 
tion data. 

Sales from pubs, closing 
at a rate of 26 a week accord¬ 
ing to Camra, were down 5.5 
per cent. 

Stonehouse Brewery was 
awarded £32,000 from 
Shropshire Council’s Mar¬ 
ket Towns Revitalisation 
Programme and a £4,000 
Business & Enterprise grant 
to help fund their expansion. 

The new brewery will also 
have a visitor centre.

Mr Kerridge-Judd, from 
Trewern, near Welshpool, 
died at the scene, while 
Humphries was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
with minor injuries.

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Vendor is banned from 
selling cigarettes for year

AN Oswestry trader who sold cigarettes to 
14-year-olds in school uniform, even splitting 
up packs so they could use their pocket 
money, has been banned from selling ciga¬ 
rettes for a year. 

It is the first time that such a banning order has been 
used in Shropshire. Shropshire Council, which said after 
an investigation into John 
Clarke’s ‘Scrummy Yummy’ 
van, says it will not tolerate 
sale of cigarettes to children. 

Clarke, of Salop Road, 
Oswestry, pleaded guilty at 
Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court on June 28 to three 
offences of selling tobacco to 
under 18s and one of selling 
them in quantities of less 
than 10. 

He was fined £250 and 
ordered to pay £250 costs 
and a £25 victim surcharge. 

He was also banned from 
selling cigarettes for a year 
under legislation that came 
into force in 2009. 

Public protection officers 
carried out a test buying 
operation in Oswestry dur¬ 
ing December. Clarke, 54, 
sold cigarettes from his 
mobile shop on three occa¬ 
sions to two 14-year-old vol¬ 
unteers, both in their school 
clothing. 

Mr Mike Davies, prosecut¬ 
ing for Trading Standards 
told the court the operation 
was carried out in response 
to local complaints and from 
West Mercia Police. 

Frances Darling, Shrop¬ 
shire Council service man¬ 
ager, said: “This case sends 
out a clear message that we 
will not tolerate the sale of 
cigarettes to children. 

“Where traders are found 
to be disregarding the law, , 
we will not hesitate to inves¬ 
tigate and take the neces¬ 
sary enforcement action.” 

Councillor Steve Charm- 
ley, said: “It is totally unac¬ 
ceptable that children were 
able to buy cigarettes 
unchallenged.” 


Teenager is 
fined £200 
over country 
lane crash 

A TEENAGER who caused 
a head-on crash on a country 
lane has been given five 
penalty points and a £200 
fine. 

Tomos Rhys Williams, 18, 
of Maes y Nant, Llanfair 
Caereinion, near Welshpool, 
admitted driving without 
due care and attention dur¬ 
ing a hearing at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day. 

Williams had been driving 
a Ford Mondeo on the B4569 
between Trefeglwys and 
Llanidloes on October 23 
when he went to overtake a 
car, skidded and smashed 
into an on-coming car on a 
bend. 

Williams was also ordered 
to pay £60 costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Mr Stephen Davies, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The defen¬ 
dant was driving on the back 
road and collided with an 
on-coming vehicle. There 
were slight injuries caused 
and both vehicles were dam¬ 
aged to a minor extent.” 

Mr Huw Williams, for 
Williams, said his client had 
been naive and did not take 
into account the wet road 
conditions.

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Speed cut 
promise 
but not 
until 2014 

DRIVERS will have to wait 
until next year for a speed 
limit to be introduced at an 
accident blackspot near 
Oswestry. 

Llynclys crossroads on the 
A483 has been called a 
“scary junction” by parish 
councillors, but the High¬ 
ways Agency has now said 
restrictions will not be put 
in place until next year. 

From Oswestry, the cross¬ 
roads comes immediately 
after a humpback bridge and 
bend in the road, and from 
Pant is a short distance from 
a bend in the road. The 
stretch of road is currently 
under the national speed 
limit. 

Highways Agency spokes¬ 
woman Pragati Baddhan 
said: “The Highways Agency 
is working on the develop¬ 
ment of proposals to reduce 
the speed on the A483, 
through Shropshire. Once 
finalised and agreed by the 
local authority and emer¬ 
gency services, these propos¬ 
als will be made available to 
the public for their review. 
Subject to there being no 
objections, we are expecting 
to implement the revised 
speed limit in 2014. 

“We are committed to 
improving road safety and 
continue to work with the 
emergency services and the 
local authority on any poten¬ 
tial safety improvements 
that can be made on the 
A483 in the future.” 

Llanymynech and Pant 
parish councillor Robin 
Hitch said: “It does need 
safety measures putting in, 
and I actually think you 
should be doing less than 
40mph when you get to that 
crossroads, especially com¬ 
ing from Oswestry.

users will 
report on 
strength 
of signal 

MOBILE phone users in the 
Welshpool area are being 
urged to become “signal 
detectives” this summer in a 
bid to compile a list of prob¬ 
lem areas for reception. 

The Countryside Alliance 
and Montgomeryshire AM 
Russell George have teamed 
up to ask people in the 
region to download a smart 
phone app which records sig¬ 
nal strength. 

Mr George said he is com¬ 
piling the data to present to 
mobile phone companies 
later this year after receiv¬ 
ing a number of complaints 
from residents about poor 
service. 

He said: “Everyone pays 
the same for their phone 
package but phone reception 
is very variable, particular in 
areas of rural Wales like 
Montgomeryshire and many 
people are not getting a good 
deal. 

“Governments and phone 
companies need to take 
notice of this fact and ensure 
that no one is missed out 
from the mobile network. 

“The Countryside Alli¬ 
ance is asking people to 
download the RootMetrics 
app onto their smartphone 
or tablet and use it while 
they are at home as well as 
while they are out and 
about.” 

The app tests the strength 
of signal and automatically 
records the result. It can 
also be used to check which 
company provides the best 
service in an area. 

The information will be 
used to lobby phone compa¬ 
nies and the Government to 
improve mobile reception, 
especially in isolated rural 
areas. 

Mr George added: “I 
would ask everyone to down¬ 
load the app and make use of 
it this summer. 

“Then the Countryside 
Alliance can have the best 
possible information to take 
to the Government and 
phone companies this 
autumn.”

Worries late 
planting will

OSWESTRY could lose out on success in 
Britain in Bloom because of late planting of 
flowers in the town’s park, it has been 
claimed.

She targeted one of the women because she suffered 
from dementia and she considered her easy prey, a court heard. 

The 23-year-old pleaded guilty to nine charges of theft and fraud. 

She stole from the women while she worked at Heatherdene care home in Oswestry, 
Shrewsbury Magistrates’ Court was told.

Affordable 
homes 
are unveiled 

A HOUSING association has unveiled plans 
to build 12 affordable homes to meet the 
“high demand” for cheaper homes in St 
Martins. 

The Wrekin Housing Trust says its plans 
for St Martins will help ease the housing 
crisis in the village and will also help solve 
a long standing flooding problem.

Hughes stole the cheques while working 
as a care assistant at the home between May 
and September 2010. 

Staff noticed cash and cheques belonging 
to the pensioner had gone missing. When 
interviewed by police Hughes said the eld¬ 
erly lady had offered to lend her money. 

Mrs Samantha Morgan, prosecuting, said: 
“She had looked after the woman at the 
home and was well aware she had dementia, 
and could get confused. Clearly these are 
serious allegations - there has been a sub¬ 
stantial breach of trust.” 

Hughes admitted to police she had writ¬ 
ten cheques and signed them in the 
woman’s name before cashing them into her 
account, but denied another accusation of 
stealing cash. She went on to admit stealing 
from the woman and another resident dur¬ 
ing her time as a care assistant in 2010. 

Mr Alan Williams, defending, said Hughes 
had been feeding a cocaine addiction at the 
time of the thefts and had built up extensive 
drug debts. He said: “She had developed an 
attachment to the residents and feels gen¬ 
uine remorse that she deceived them.” 

He added that Hughes, originally from 
Wrexham but now of Darley Dale Drive, the 
Wirral, had recently given birth to a boy 
with severe disabilities who needed frequent 
hospital treatment. Magistrates adjourned 
the case to crown court, where she will be 
sentenced at a later date.

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Plans revised for derelict pub 


DEVELOPERS have revised their 
plans to convert a derelict Oswestry 
pub into an apartment complex. 

Nearly 20 objections were lodged 
against the initial plans for the Wood¬ 
lands pub in Middleton Road. 

Developers have now revised their 
plans and submitted them to Shrop¬ 
shire Council planners. 

Applicants APPB Ltd now want to 
build 14 apartments on the land, hav¬ 
ing reduced the number flats from the 
initial figure of 19. 


Planning papers lodged in support of 
the bid outline the revisions. 

They say: “The biggest change is the 
removal of all one bed second storey 
flats, which has several knock-on 
effects. The roof has been reduced in 
size. 

“Communal internal circulation has 
been reduced which has allowed the 
building’s footprint to reduce without 
a loss of space in any flat.” 

The papers add: “There is a reduced 
demand for car parking as the proposal 


has reduced from 19 units to 14 and an 
extra parking space has also been pro¬ 
vided.” 

Among the objectors to the initial 
plan was Oswestry Civic Society. 

Members said the group supported 
the development of low cost housing 
but said 19 flats was too much for the 
area. 

The group asked the developers to 
submit an alternative scheme with suf¬ 
ficient space for families with young 
children.

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Bravest ever decision taken by Welsh Government 


RARELY has a decision by the 
Welsh Government created such 
debate as Tuesday’s organ trans¬ 
plant vote. 

It appears the whole country has split 
opinions on the vote in favour of a system 
where people are presumed to have con¬ 
sented for their organs to be donated after 
death. 

Until Tuesday it was the exact opposite 
with people having to declare they were 
willing for their organs to be taken. 

Now Welsh hospitals will take organs 
unless the patient has made it clear they do 
not agree. 

England is now watching closely with the 
new system set to become law as soon as 
2015 and, along with Scotland, will surely 
adopt the idea too. 

Whether you agree or not it is without 
doubt the bravest ever decision taken by the 
Welsh Government and came after an epic 



five-hour discussion, going through on a 43- 
8 margin. 

I would have voted for the change too but 
there are very strong views being banded 
about. These include why should organs 
taken in Wales be available to the very Eng¬ 
lish hospitals denying cancer drugs to Welsh 
patients on cost grounds? 

The statistics show that one person dies 
in Wales every week waiting for an organ 
transplant so the current system is failing. 
So any decision which helps saves lives gets 
my backing. 

If you don’t agree the obvious thing to do 


is to opt out. Ministers will launch a two- 
year, £8m publicity drive to inform people 
about their choices.

Sweet science questions 
for children at challenge

HOW many Yorkie bars can a 
bridge hold? Can you make your 
own ice cream in 20 minutes? And 
where does your liver live? 

These were just some of the ques¬ 
tions 160 primary school children were 
faced with when they took part in a jun¬ 
ior science challenge at Moreton Hall 
School, near Oswestry. 

During the event, children from eight pri¬ 
mary schools from across Shropshire and as 
far away as Stafford and Cheshire tried their 
hand at different experiments designed to 
prove that science is fun. 

Polly Greenhalgh, physics teacher at 
Moreton Hall and one of the event organis¬ 
ers, said the activities had been designed to 
get the Year 5 pupils thinking more about 
how science is used in every day life. 

“It raises the profile of science,” she said. 
“We’ve got this as part of a week-long sci¬ 
ence festival. On Monday we did engineering 
and Tuesday was a range of sciences. 

“It’s amazing how little they consider 
these sort of careers. They think if they’re a 
scientist it’s just about research and that’s 
it, so it’s great to open their minds at an 
early age to see what they can do to get 
involved in science. If it’s what they’re inter¬ 
ested in, who knows where it could take 
them.” 

The school’s science festival was launched 
with a talk from comedian Robin Ince, who 
presents the Infinite Monkey Cage science 
show on BBC Radio 4 with Professor Brian 
Cox. 

The programme of events for the week 
will see pupils not only taking part in their 
own experiments, but also watching two of 
their chemistry teachers take part in a 
“demo off” with explosive experiments and 
scary science to try to win the coveted golden 
test tube. 

Later in the week, pupils will be chal¬ 
lenged to try to blow the biggest bubble pos-

sible, use science to solve a murder mystery, 
and join special guest Steve Mould - who 
has appeared recently on BBCl’s new Sat¬ 
urday night game show Britain’s Bright¬ 
est - for a concert based around the science 
of sound. 

Hannah Peel, head of science at the 
school, said: “Having Robin Ince was a sen¬ 
sational start to our annual science festival 
and a reminder to us all how fun and fasci¬ 
nating science really is. Our science festivals 
aim to take science beyond the classroom, 
and Robin certainly managed that. 

“Following that, the junior challenge is 
really great because it’s a good chance to get 
primary schools in and get them interested 
in science. 

“I think they always really enjoy the day 
and they always learn something from the 
sessions so at the end of the day they usu¬ 
ally go home full of enthusiasm for science.”

Among the schools which took part in the 
event was St Winifred’s Convent School 
from Shrewsbury. Tom Moffitt, head of sci¬ 
ence at the school, said the science festival 
is something the pupils look forward to 
every year. 

“They thoroughly enjoy it. Most wish 
they could come regularly instead of just as 
a one off event,” he said. “They see that sci¬ 
ence can be fun instead of just from text¬ 
books, and it dispels some of the myths of 
science. It definitely pushes them to do 
more science.” 

Pupils got a taste of engineering, chem¬ 
istry, physics, biology, astronomy and psy¬ 
chology through the different activities. 

In the science labs chemistry teacher Dr

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IS IT CHEAPER TO OFFER EMPLOYEE A SETTLEMENT 
THAN LET HIM TAKE ME TO A TRIBUNAL? 

Q: I run a small business and I am convinced one of my employees is taking confidential information from me with a view to starting up on his own. I am 
apprehensive about dismissing him because he is a bit of a “barrack room lawyer” and would probably try bringing an employment tribunal claim against me. 
I have heard it is more cost effective to offer a commercial settlement than contest a claim. Is this correct? 


A: As a general rule, neither party can recover costs in the employment tribunal regardless of the outcome so, yes, it is often cheaper to “buy off” a claim than 
fight it. Many employers are uneasy about this although some decide to fight claims just to send a message to their staff that they are robust in these matters. 

There are changes afoot on numerous Employment Law matters currently, including the rules on whistle blowing, the introduction of financial penalties on 
employers, the employment tribunal rules of procedure and the possibility of a one year salary cap on damages for unfair dismissal. 

Additionally, the likely introduction of employment tribunal fees from 29 July 2013 will mean that unless claimants qualify for an exemption, they will have to 
pay 250 on issuing a claim form plus a 950 hearing fee later. This is likely to deter speculative claims brought against employers with a view to securing a 
commercial settlement. If a claim is successful, however, claimants can recover the fees as part of their damages. 


By deterring any disciplinary process against your employee until July 29th you may reduce the risk of a speculative claim if he is fairly dismissed. Meanwhile, 
you could consider suspending the employee pending an investigation. A properly drafted employment contract should provide some legal recourse in any 
event, but you should discuss these issues with a specialist employment law solicitor.

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Town vote 
on wrong 
name is 
not right 

LLANSANFFRAID is a 
Welsh place name which has 
been spelt as such for nearly 
1,000 years, despite the rel¬ 
atively recent introduction 
of a “t”, amongst other num¬ 
erous misspellings, by the 
illiterate English establish¬ 
ment. 

This latest misspelling is 
universally acknowledged by 
the informed as wrong. 

One of the pillars of our 
society is the freedom of 
individuals to have certain 
beliefs and the freedom to 
express them. 

I support that. Even so, 
with that right comes the 
responsibility to ensure that 
any beliefs that will affect 
others, are verifiable. This is 
especially so for those like 
councillors and journalists, 
with the responsibility, 
based on verifiable facts, of 
representing our community 
with integrity. 

Even though I believe 
there has not been an elec¬ 
tion for community council¬ 
lors in Llansanffraid this 
century, democracy is the 
best way to reach a fair con¬ 
clusion between differing 
opinions about non verifi¬ 
able facts. However, there 
are dangers that democracy 
can be abused by the few for 
the purposes of their per¬ 
sonal opinions. History is 
full of such abuses and one 
example is very relevant. 

In the mid 19th century, 
Westminster-based democ¬ 
racy accepted the prejudices 
of a few that the poor behav¬ 
iour of Welsh schoolchildren 
was because they were 
Welsh speaking. This was 
totally unverified. 

So a democratic process 
was inappropriately used, 
which allowed the establish¬ 
ment and the Church in par¬ 
ticular to physically and 
mentally abuse Welsh¬ 
speaking children in their 
schools. 

From 1878 the educa¬ 
tional provision in Llansanf¬ 
fraid forced the mainly 
Welsh-speaking children to 
spell the village as “Llan- 
saintffraid” until the first 
part of the 20th century 
after which “’’Llansantf- 
faid” was used. 

The community council 
wishes to misuse democracy 
to attempt to gain credibility 
for its prejudices despite 
guidance that the informa¬ 
tion they use is invalid. Ask¬ 
ing the public to choose 
between a falsehood and a 
fact is a misuse of democ¬ 
racy. Whatever the outcome, 
the verifiable truth will re¬ 
main. Nothing can change.

Would the US and Russia fly in 
the face of world opinion and maintain 
their apocalyptic arsenal of weapons. 

3. Do we really have an independent 
nuclear deterrent? Have we total con¬ 
trol or are we simply bankrupting our¬ 
selves to provide additional weaponry 
for the US to satisfy their irrational 
thirst for military power? 

We elect our politicians to represent 
our views. Now is the time to make our 
views known one way or the other in 
order that we do not sleepwalk into the 
nightmare scenario of nuclear conflict 
or more likely catastrophic nuclear 
accident.

AWEL Deg, Cardigan must 
have had their tongue firmly 
in their cheek when they 
compiled their attempted 
justification for the proposed 
500kW wind generator at 
Ferwig. 

For example, how exactly 
have they derived their fig¬ 
ure of over £400,000 a year 
of energy sales and Feed in 
Tariff income? 

To obtain a relatively 
meaningful wind speed fig¬ 
ure an anemometer would 
necessitate being on site for 
at least two years so as to 
measure local wind speeds, 
then a mean wind speed fig¬ 
ure would need to be identi¬ 
fied so as to extrapolate a 
guestimated annual genera¬ 
tion figure - please note that 
even this figure would be a 
guestimate. 

It should be noted that 
onshore wind generator load 
factor is 25 per cent and less, 
so if the Verwig is near this 
figure then the 500kW 
reduces to 125kW. 

If an anemometer has not 
been in place then I would 
suggest the whole project be 
put on hold for at least two 
years enabling the data to be 
collected

The authority carried out 
a review into the system last 
year, publishing a report in 
December saying many 
problems had been ironed 
out, but “improvements 
could be made” to safety. 

Now Councillor Holloway 
says she h heard nothing 
more for six months. 

She said: “It is vital that 
something is done to make 
this road system safer 
because the way it is at the 
moment it is only a matter 
of time until someone is hurt 
or there is an accident. 
There are pinch points and 
areas where I don’t think it 
is safe to cross such as out¬ 
side the Spar in Church 
Street and something needs 
to be done sooner rather 
than later, I don’t want this 
forgotten about.” 

Councillor Viola Evans, 
who sits on Powys Council, 
said today that she had 
already raised the issue and 


would be pursuing action 
“as soon as possible”. 

December’s report said: 
“The one way system came 
into being as a result of the 
regeneration development 
and consequent redevelop¬ 
ment of the former Smith- 
field livestock market in 
Welshpool. 

“The implementation of 
the one way system has been 
blamed by traders as signifi¬ 
cantly affecting their busi¬ 
nesses. 

“A number of representa¬ 
tions were made to the 
working group relating to 
driver and pedestrian safety, 
traffic speeds, traffic delays, 
difficulties for large vehicles 
manoeuvring around the 
system, lack of signage, and 
car parking. 

It added that when the 
review started a large vol¬ 
ume of representations were 
received.

POSTERS will be put up in Welsh¬ 
pool warning that street drinking 
will not be tolerated in a crack¬ 
down on anti-social behaviour. 

Dyfed Powys Police will put the posters 
up in areas where people are drinking in the 
streets and misbehaving. 

Welshpool Town Council is also collecting 
reports of anti-social behaviour as it looks 
at bringing in no-alcohol zones. 

The force said cutting down on street 
drinking is a priority of its neighbourhood 
police team and people found with alcohol 
in public will be moved on by officers. 

Constable Lyndsay Sweetman said: “This 
is a new priority which was set at a recent 
community meeting. It include dealing 
appropriately with people committing any 
offences while consuming alcohol on the 
streets of Welshpool and moving those peo¬ 
ple on from the town centre. 

“Bilingual notices will be placed in the 
key areas and shopkeepers in the area have 
been spoken to. High visibility patrols have 
also been conducted and persons spoken to 
but so far no people have been dealt with for 
committing any offences. ” 

Constable Sweetman said local residents 
brought up the issue and it was agreed by 
shopkeepers and council members. 

She added: “Notices have been prepared 
and placed in key locations that have been 
identified as areas frequented by street 
drinkers. These include Puzzle Square, 
Broad Street, outside the Spar in Church 
Street and down by the canal. 

“If anyone experiences problems of anti 
social behaviour arising from street drink¬ 
ing I would urge them to contact their local 
Neighbourhood Policing Team on 101.” 

Welshpool Town Council has been looking 
at the issue for a number of years and have 
considered banning drinking alcohol alto¬ 
gether in certain areas of the town.

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Swimmers 
warned on 
use of old 
quarries 

PEOPLE in the Welshpool 
area are being warned by 
the police of the dangers and 
risks they face when they 
swim in quarry pools. 

The force said people are 
at risk of drowning in deep 
and cold water, falling down 
huge drops or being buried 
in sand stockpiles or quick 
sand if they enter quarries. 

There are quarries in Mid 
Wales at Buttington and Tan 
y Foel near Welshpool. 

Inspector Eric Evans said 
there had been incidents of 
death and serious injury at 
quarries across the country 
in recent years. 

He said: “There have been 
several high profile fatalities 
at quarries in recent years. 

“Young people and 
teenagers in particular are 
most at risk of drowning in 
deep and cold water, falling 
down sheer faces and being 
buried in sand stockpiles or 
quicksands. 

“This may be because 
they do not understand the 
potential risks they are 
exposing themselves to 
when engaged in activities 
that they all too often per¬ 
ceive as a bit of harmless 
fun. 

“Quarries are dangerous 
places with deep bodies of 
very cold water and they are 
often in hard to reach areas. 

“The water can look invit¬ 
ing but it is very cold and 
deep and even experienced 
swimmers can suddenly find 
themselves in difficulty.”

Compass T^urs i 
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Publican 
fined for 
breach of 
music rule 

AN OSWESTRY publican 
has paid a high price at Lon¬ 
don’s High Court for playing 
music without a licence. 

Mark Garrett, of the The 
Boar’s Head in Oswestry 
was playing hits by Oily 
Murrs, Rizzle Kicks and 
Katy Perry. 

But when the inspector 
from the music royalties col¬ 
lector visited in May he the 
found music being played in 
the bar without a PPL 
licence. 

At the High Court in Lon¬ 
don Mr Garrett was ordered 
to pay £1,547 within 14 days 
to the company. 

High Court judge Mr Jus¬ 
tice Warren heard that Mr 
Garrett had paid his licence 
fee for the pub in Willow 
Street and £250 of the legal 
bills run up by Phono¬ 
graphic Performance com¬ 
pany in proceedings against 
him. The judge was told by 
counsel for PPL Fiona Clark 
that an inspector attended 
the premises on May 18 last 
year and heard tracks being 
played. 

Spokesman for the com¬ 
pany, Jonathon Morrish, 
said: “The licence scheme 
applies to all forms of 
mechanically recorded 
music such as records, tapes 
and CDs in PPL’s reper¬ 
toire, which covers 97 per 
cent of all music. Licences 
can cost hundreds or even 
thousands of pounds, 
depending on the size of the 
venue and the audiences.”

“They are going to use the 
growth still in the twigs to try to 
graft onto other trees and so keep 
the Pontfadog Oak’s DNA alive for 
future generations,” he said. 

Mrs Williams said: “The tree 
had fallen on my home and as 
much I loved this beautiful old 
girl, most of the hollow trunk had

crumbled beneath the weight of the 
fall. 

“It was just physically not possible to 
leave the tree where she had fallen. 
Mother nature had decided the fate of 
this tree with unseasonal snow and 
high winds. 


“I agree more should have been done 
whilst she was standing - alas this did¬ 
n’t happen. 

“But the real practicalities of life 
meant this tree had to be moved and 
had to be cut up.” 

“We hope that something can be 


done with the trunk of the tree, per¬ 
haps a permanent memorial in the vil¬ 
lage. But it’s all a matter of cost.” 

Mr McBride said that a lot of the 
foliage and trunk will be left in the field 
to help wildlife over the years.

Old garden ornaments 
may prove a goldmine

BEFORE throwing out your 
old garden junk, do some dig¬ 
ging and find out if it’s worth a 
fortune. 

Check before you chuck out old gar¬ 
dening tools or that urn you inherited 
from your grandmother, what their 
value may be because Jonty Hearnden, 
presenter of the BBC1 show Cash In 
The Attic, says you could be sitting on 
a goldmine. 

He reckons you may be able to sell 
anything from old paving slabs to large 
concrete urns, ancient tools, aged 
weathervanes and benches for hun¬ 
dreds - or even thousands - of pounds. 

People who’ve inherited property or 
are clearing houses for relatives are the 
most likely to find treasures in the gar¬ 
den. 

“The most common items that may 
be lying around are garden urns or stat¬ 
uary of the 20th century, the moulded 
urns and the moulded figurines and 
birdbaths which you think are just old 
and don’t have any value,” he says. 
Actually, there’s a very good second¬ 
hand value for those items because 
dealers and interior designers like urns 
which look really weathered. They 
might only be 20 to 40 years old, but 
there’s a definite market for antique¬ 
looking reproduction garden urns and 
other items.” 

Such items may be concrete, other¬ 
wise known as reconstituted stone, and 
the ones fetching the most money have 
an 18th or 19th century feel to them, 
he says. 

“I went into a shop the other day 
where there were four identical urns 
2ft tall by 1ft wide with box bushes in 
them. They looked a million dollars and 


they were probably around £400 each.” 

Birdbaths, weathervanes and other 
ephemera all have a value, he says. 

“You could easily get £100 for a bird- 
bath in an auction sale. It has to be 
weathered so it doesn’t look new, which 
can take a few years.” 

Coalbrookdale garden benches, 
which are made of highly ornate and 
Victorian-looking cast iron, are 
extremely sought-after items which can 
fetch between £3,000 to £6,000, he 
observes. 

The 19th century benches are often 
stamped Coalbrookdale or C-B Dale Co, 
and the seat is probably made of timber 


slats. There is also a market for old gar¬ 
den tools, desired for their craftsman¬ 
ship. “Garden tools have a certain 
value. 

“Don’t just throw them away. There 
will be somebody out there who wants 
them as they just love the feel of old 
wooden handles and cast metalware. 

“Good places to sell those sorts of 
objects are eBay and car boot sales, as 
people will often pay between £10 to 
£30 for old, good quality forks and 
trowels if they look presentable. Expect 
to get less on eBay. Go for the car boot 
sale if you’re selling anything under 
£ 20 .”

Pollution 
fears on 
plans for 
cemetery 

ENVIRONMENT Agency 
chiefs say they can’t give a 
view on whether plans to 
extend a Trefonen cemetery 
will cause a pollution prob¬ 
lem - because of a lack of 
detailed information. 

Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council has lodged plans to 
change agricultural land 
into an extension to a ceme¬ 
tery it controls near Trefo¬ 
nen. 

But the Environment 
Agency says it wants more 
information on the plans for 
Trefarclawdd Cemetery, 
warning that cemeteries 
have the potential to cause 
pollution to controlled 
waters. 

The plans will also include 
a new access and additional 
parking. 

Various organisations 
have been consulted on the 
plans, including the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency. 

In their response to 
Shropshire Council, agency 
officers say: “We are cur¬ 
rently unable to offer a for¬ 
mal position for the 
application due to insuffi¬ 
cient information being pro¬ 
vided. 

“Cemeteries have the 
potential to cause pollution 
of controlled waters with the 
degree of risk being depend¬ 
ent on many factors. 

“Each proposal for a 
cemetery or extension to an 
existing cemetery must 
therefore be considered on a 
site specific basis.”

People defend 
booze bus trips 

PARTY-GOERS who have taken part in 
controversial booze trips around a pictur¬ 
esque valley have come to their defence. 

Police are looking to crack down on the 
“Valley Runs” around the Tanat Valley, 
near Oswestry, because of concerns about 
the behaviour of some of the drinkers. 

There have also been reports of petty 
theft as the tipsy travellers try to take “sou¬ 
venirs” from each pub visited. 

But publicans in the valley say they are 
generally in favour of the runs, which see 
up to 50 people bussed from one village to 
the next on a marathon pub crawl, as long 
as they are managed properly. 

And Shropshire people who have taken 
part in the events, some of which are adver¬ 
tised on the internet, today said they are 
great fun, no trouble and bring an economic 
boost to the valley. 

Shropshire Star readers have also backed 
the runs. 


He said: “Negotiations to complete the 
land agreements which are necessary for us 
to take legal possession of the track bed are 
continuing. The paperwork for one of them 
is complete, and, thanks to our fundraising 
efforts, we now have the funds to pay the 
associated costs in due course. 

“Our second agreement awaits the out¬ 
come of a planning application by a third 
party, and if this is successful and the land 
agreement completed, we would have pos¬ 
session of 90 per cent of the phase one track 
bed. 

“The proposal is to conclude both of these 
land agreements at the same time. 

“There are two other interlinked land 
agreements for the Chirk Station site and 
we are in active negotiation for these. 

“It is all complicated and time consuming 
but progress is being made. 

“The time taken with these processes is 
frustrating at times but we are patiently 
working to conclude the agreements.” 

The first phase of the project, to restore 
the line from Pontfaen to Chirk, has already 
won planning permission. 

Mr Carter said: “We are also in negotia¬ 
tions with Wrexham Borough Council in 
respect of a number of aspects of the plan¬ 
ning conditions, mainly in relation to high¬ 
ways and retaining walls.” 

Trust members’ long term aim is to fully 
open a tourist tramway from Chirk to Glyn 
Ceiriog.

Head calls 
for traffic 
calming 
measures 

TRAFFIC calming is the 
only way to put the brakes 
on speeding motorists out¬ 
side a village primary school, 
its headteacher has warned. 

Richard Hines, head of 
Weston Rhyn School in 
Weston Rhyn, near Oswes¬ 
try, is supporting calls from 
parents for a traffic survey 
and a police presence to slow 
down drivers along Station 
Road in the village. 

But he says in the long 
term, physical traffic calm¬ 
ing is the best option. 

Parents have called on 
Oswestry police sergeant, 
Scott Barnes, to arrange for 
officers to carry out speed 
checks along Station Road at 
the beginning and end of the 
school day. 

Some said they were wor¬ 
ried that children could be 
injured if something wasn’t 
done to slow down traffic. 

Sergeant Barnes said that 
he would take people’s wor¬ 
ries on board and arrange 
for officers to go along to the 
school as a visible police 
presence to deter speeding 
motorists. 

Parents also called on 
Shropshire Council to carry 
out a traffic survey. 

Mr Hines told a meeting 
of the area’s local joint com¬ 
mittee that he endorsed the 
calls for action. 

“What we need is a traffic 
survey to see what the 
action speed of the traffic is 
rather than the perceived 
speed,” he said. 


Historic canal bridge is in 
urgent need of repair work 


ONE of Shropshire’s historic canal bridges, which was built by engi¬ 
neers William Jessop and Thomas Telford more than 200 years ago, 
is in urgent need of repair. 

Part of the wall on Corbett’s Bridge on the Shropshire Union Canal close to Queen’s 
Head, near Oswestry, is in danger of collapse and other parts of the brickwork have also 
been damaged. 

It is believed the bridge, which dates back to 1796 and enables farm vehicles to access 
private land, was damaged by a vehicle passing or turning.

“Offa was a generous patron of the 
church, founding churches and monaster¬ 
ies, and these were the seats of learning in 
those times - another reason for Oswestry 
Borders U3A having Offa in its logo.” The 
logo will be incorporated into Oswestry Bor¬ 
ders U3A marketing and PR materials.

It is not yet known how much the work 
will cost or when it will be carried out. 

An access and design statement lodged in 
support of a planning application asking for 
permission to carry out the work says: “The 
bridge has suffered a bridge strike to the 
south east parapet and pilaster and is now 
in need of repair. 

“Repair will involve partial take down 
and rebuild using existing bricks and stone 
copings and lime mortar. 

“There is a large crack at the junction 
between the dislodged brickwork and the 
remainder of the bridge. 

“It seems this was caused by a passing or 
turning vehicle striking the corner of the 
bridge wall. 

“The affected areas of brickwork need to 
be dismantled and rebuilt so the bridge wall 
remains structurally sound.” 

The statement says great care will be 
taken in carrying out the work to make sure 
the bridge retains its look. 

It said: “Where possible bricks will be 
cleaned of mortar and reused. Replacement 
bricks will be matched with care, consider¬ 
ing colour and size. 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a deci¬ 
sion on the application by August 13.

industrial 
scheme is 
unveiled 
for village 

A PROPOSAL to redevelop 
an industrial site in a village 
near Oswestry and build six 
homes has been lodged with 
planners - 10 years after a 
similar bid was rejected by 
council chiefs. 

The bid to redevelop the 
site off Burma Road at Park 
Hall has already won the 
support of more than a 
dozen neighbours as well as 
parish councillors. 

And papers lodged in sup¬ 
port of the bid by applicant 
David Davies say changes in 
planning rules mean the 
proposal should go ahead, a 
decade after it was first 
turned down. The former 
Oswestry Borough Council 
refused it in 2003, a decision 
upheld by the Planning 
Inspectorate in 2004. 

A design and planning 
statement said: “However 
we now believe that with the 
changes in local and 
national policy, that a new 
application should be sup¬ 
ported. 

“The site is currently used 
as a builder’s store and out¬ 
side storage. The site only 
has one to two employees 
and the business can easily 
be relocated to any suitably 
sized unit with a yard. 

“There is widespread 
neighbour support for the 
proposal.” 

The application is cur¬ 
rently out for public consul¬ 
tation and Shropshire 
Council hopes to give a deci¬ 
sion by September 23.

A popular and positive way to create power 


More turbines, says JOHN JONES, of 
Powys-based Windfarm Supporters. 

Just how can the anti wind campaign in 
Powys justify not having pylons when the 
power to Mid Wales comes to us from pylons 
in Shropshire? Is Shropshire less beautiful 
than Mid Wales? 

Wind power is sustainable, popular, posi¬ 
tive, natural, locally produced and C02 ben¬ 
eficial. The government aims to produce 15 
per cent of our energy needs from renew¬ 
ables by 2020 of which on- and off-shore 
wind power will play part, along with other 
forms such as solar, hydro, tidal etc. 

Back in February, energy regulator 
Ofgem warned that an over-reliance on 
imported gas will push up energy bills in 
British homes. 


THE CASE IN FAVOUR 


Ofgem’s outgoing chief executive Alistair 
Buchanan said the combination of UK 
power plants closing, foreign gas supplies 
shrinking, and demand rising, has made 
British energy reserves “uncomfortably 
tight”. 

In the 12 month leading up to March 
2012, the average UK energy bill increased 
by £150, £100 of which was due to higher 
wholesale cost of gas. In contrast, support 
for building onshore wind cost each house¬ 
hold less than £10 last year. 

There are also community benefits. The 
proposed Llaithddu wind farm is offering 
up to £335,500 a year to the community. 


The proposed Gareg Lwyd wind farm is 
offering local residents to opt in to a scheme 
which will offer an annual discount of £230 
off electricity bill for homes and businesses 
within a four miles of the wind farm. 

There is an estimated £3.8 million annual 
community benefit fund from all the wind 
farm in the Powys planning system. 

A bill is going through parliament which 
will ensure local authorities retain business 
rates from wind farms, calculated at 
£10,000 per installed MW - potentially that 
is up to £18 million locked up in the Powys 
planning system. 

With Powys County Council currently 
facing £30 million budget cuts, it should 
look at how to attract more into the econ¬ 
omy. 


It’s amazing how easily local councillors 
have become confused by deliberate mis¬ 
leading information issued by anti wind 
campaign groups. 

Some use capacity factors to say wind- 
farms only work 29 per cent of the time 
when in reality, it’s 80 to 90 per cent. 

A fellow member of the Powys Windfarm 
Supporters wrote on our Facebook page: 
“Never ever fall into the trap of imagining 
that opponents of windfarms are remotely 
interested in anything approaching free 
speech and open debate. 

“Their tactics are to spread false informa¬ 
tion and scare stories, shut down independ¬ 
ent voices and pretend that they represent 
the majority - which they can’t do if other 
people are allowed to have their say.” 


Battle over windfarms 


THEY have sparked furi¬ 
ous campaigns from peo¬ 
ple in villages and towns 
who claim they are under 
siege. 

But today those fighting to 
prevent windfarms becoming 
part of the Shropshire and 
Mid Wales landscape insisted 
they are winning the argu¬ 
ment. 

Applications for windfarms and 
turbines have flooded in over the 
past few years, with a nine-month 
public inquiry now under way in 
Powys into plans for five wind- 
farms and a connection line. 

If the plans get given the go 
ahead, it could be a boost to the 
National Grid’s proposed Mid 
Wales Connection project, which 
would see a substation built at 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion linked to a 30-mile long power

line from the substation to Lower 
Frankton, near Oswestry, carrying 
power from 500 turbines. 

The green lobby insist wind- 
farms are part of the solution for 
a future when gas and coal run 
out - that wind power is environ¬ 
mentally friendly as it does not 
pump harmful substances into the 
atmosphere. 

But campaigners say the giant 
turbines are an example of envi¬ 
ronmental vandalism that would 
ruin a beautiful landscape. 

Those fighting plans from both 
sides of the border insist that peo¬ 



ple power and new government 
guidelines are winning the battle 
and say that wind power is being 
proven to be ineffective as well as 
ugly. 

Campaigns have been launched 
across a large area, from Bridg¬ 
north to Mid Wales, against sepa¬ 
rate applications submitted for 
windfarms. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, chairman 
of Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons, said he has been encour¬ 
aged by developments in recent 
weeks. 

He said he was heartened by the 
inquiry in Welshpool, where plan¬ 
ning inspector Andrew Poulter 
conceded he would have to hear 
evidence about the National Grid’s 
Mid Wales Connection project as 
part of the inquiry. 

There has also been new guid¬ 
ance from the Government, saying 
that the views of residents should 
form a major part of the decision¬ 


making proces on proposed wind- 
farms. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “Windfarm 
developers think turning up at a 
village hall and holding consulta¬ 
tions will work, but it won’t. 

“The inspector should be in no 
doubt how passionate we are. 

“It is going to be a long slog, but 
it is vital that we stay interested 
for the next nine months and turn 
up at every session. 

“We do not have the resources, 
but we have people power.” 

Connection 

The inquiry currently under 
way is into plans to build wind- 
farms in Llanbadarn Fynydd, near 
Llandrindod Wells; Llaithddu, near 
Newtown; Llandinam, near 
Llanidloes; Llanbrynmair, and 
Carnedd Wen, both near Machynl¬ 
leth; and a 132kV overhead electric 
line connection from Llandinam to 
Welshpool substation. 


One of the leading protestors is 
Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
AM, who says the strength of feel¬ 
ing in both Shropshire and Mid 
Wales was a force that needs listen¬ 
ing to. 

He said: “windfarm proposals 
will see the industrialisation of this 
very beautiful and very special 
landscape. 

“We already have hundreds of 
turbines across the region, so to 
potentially have a further 800 
more with all the associated infra¬ 
structure that comes with it will 
have a huge detrimental impact on 
our communities. 

“ Leaders of tomorrow will look 
back and wonder what on earth 
the decision makers of the day 
were thinking, if these proposals 
go ahead. 

“We must continue the fight 
until this terrible threat to our 
futures is defeated.”

Stop these windfarms now, says HENRY 
CARPENTER, from the Shropshire-based 
National Opposition to Windfarms. 

The next time you are on one of Shrop¬ 
shire’s hilltops - perhaps the Brown Clee, 
Grinshill or the Stiperstones - take a 
minute to take in the views of the Corve 
Dale, North Shropshire plains and Welsh 
Marches stretching out below you. 

Then picture that same scene with dozens 
of whirring wind turbines lining the hill 
sides and towering over farmsteads and set¬ 
tlements. These are tough times in which 
we live and sometimes the end justifies the 
means. After all, we need energy and we 
can’t allow the lights to go out. 

If wind farms contribute a meaningful 
portion of energy to the national pool, then

it would be hard to make a case against 
them. They don’t. They contribute a very 
small percentage and they require back-up 
from fossil fuels anyway. 

There are alternatives to ensure the 
lights stay on - green ones too - which 
won’t have the same devastating impact on 
people’s lives. 

And then there are the economic implica¬ 
tions, probably the most potent argument 
against the wind industry. Insane subsidies 
are given to the wind companies which nei¬ 
ther the country nor our fellow consumer 
can afford. 


These subsidies result in higher energy 
bills and more and more people will have to 
start making a choice over whether to eat 
or keep warm. 

This is a problem for every single energy 
bill payer in the country, not just those in 
rural communities. 

Don’t listen to those who trumpet the 
employment opportunities. These are tem¬ 
porary, and usually brought in from outside 
the locality, if not abroad. 

There are those who accuse and deride 
people who take the peculiar position of 
wanting to protect not only their interests, 
but also the environment in which they live, 
as Nimbys - this has become a derogatory 
term but really, you have to wonder how 
many of them would welcome an industrial 


wind farm towering over their property or, 
for example, a sewage treatment plant the 
other side of their garden hedge. 

If so-called Nimbyism didn’t exist, then 
can you possibly imagine how many ill-con¬ 
ceived, greed-driven developments would 
have spread across our landscape and 
towns, ruining them for eternity? 

The application for Shropshire’s first 
industrial wind farm near Bridgnorth rep¬ 
resents the thin end of a wedge - a wedge 
which will divide communities and trans¬ 
form the county’s cultural and rural her¬ 
itage for ever. 

To a great many who hold its values dear, 
Shropshire will lose its special identity - 
people’s hopes, hearts and happiness will go 
with it.

During the inquiry, Simon Bird, 
QC, who is representing Powys 
County Council, said there is no jus¬ 
tification for the scale of windfarms 
proposed for the area. 

He said: “Despite the acknowl¬ 
edged urgent need for windfarm 
development, there is no public 
interest justification for allowing the 
scale of development that is before 
this inquiry, let alone the many 
other proposals due to be considered 
in the area. 

“There is no justification for 
accepting windfarm or grid develop¬ 
ment that will exceed the environ¬ 
mental capacity or which has not 
taken reasonable steps to mitigate 
the harm it will cause.” 

However, Patrick Robinson, for 
Vattenfall, one of five applicants for 
the windfarms, told the inquiry that 
there was no evidence they would 
harm tourism. Marcus Trinick QC 
for firm RWE Renewables, added: 
“The windfarm represents a £200m 


investment, of which an estimated 
£31m will be spent with local suppli¬ 
ers during construction and a fur¬ 
ther £76m during construction 
elsewhere.” 

Campaigners hope that the recent 
ruling from the UK Government, 
telling councils that local people’s 
concerns should take precedence 
over the need for renewable energy, 
will sound the death knell for tur¬ 
bines. 

The changes are part of a package 
of measures that also increase the 
amount of money communities will 
receive for agreeing to host wind- 
farms nearby, with householders set 
to get hundreds of pounds off energy 
bills. 

But the guidance is only for appli¬ 
cations of a certain size and will not 
impact on applications in Wales, the 
Welsh Assembly confirmed. 

However, Ludlow MP Phillip 
Dunne welcomed the reforms and 
said local communities will be put 


back at the heart of the decision 
making process. 

He said: “The top down strategies 
of the previous government meant 
that too often decisions on wind- 
farms were made on appeal by dis¬ 
tant planning inspectors, sidelining 
the concerns of local people. But this 
government’s latest reforms, 
announced last week, are placing 
control firmly back in the hands of 
communities. 

“The new package of reforms will 
contain guidance for councils and 
planning inspectors, meaning com¬ 
munities will be consulted much 
earlier, and will state four key areas 
on which local communities can 
overrule the national planning 
framework. “The unspoiled natural 
beauty of South Shropshire, half of 
which is Area of Outstanding Natu¬ 
ral Beauty, means that windfarm 
proposals, if allowed to proliferate, 
could have an irreversible impact on 
our local environment and land¬ 


scape. These new proposals from 
government will give communities 
more say in the planning process, 
restoring decision making to Shrop¬ 
shire Council which will now have 
the power to preserve the beauty of 
Shropshire if they so decide.” 

A further tilt against windfarms 
came this week when it was claimed 
domestic energy bills are helping 
prop up every job in the sector, cost¬ 
ing £100,000 in subsidies for each 
post. 

Wind turbine owners received 
£1.2 billion in consumer subsidies 
last year. 

Supporting 12,000 jobs, the sub¬ 
sidy - paid by a supplement on elec¬ 
tricity bills - equates to around 
£100,000 per post. 

The figure was seen as yet 
another blow to the wind industry, 
which already faces fierce opposition 
from residents in coastal areas ripe 
for hosting the technology.

Oswestry Villa are reforming next 
season, bringing back one of the 
great old names from the town’s 
footballing scene. 

It has been a big talking point among 
football fans in the town, and Mike’s 
picture harks back to their illustrious 
predecessors from 50 years ago. 

But some of these players are unidenti¬ 
fied, or we don’t have their full names, so if 
you can name them, drop us a line so we can 
put some names to faces. 

Mike says: “It’s the Oswestry Villa team 
which won the Shropshire County League 
title two years running in the early 1960s. 
They are (from left) back: Reg Randles (com¬ 
mittee member)? Hughes, Mike? Gordon 
Hughes, Wally Lloyd, Harry Maynard, 
unknown; front: Norman Eke (committee 
member), Ken Byers, Dicky Barton, Ron 
Foster, Colin Lodwick, unknown, Bobby 
Craig (trainer).

The new team is being called Oswestry 
Villa, resurrecting the name of a successful 
old club, after fans were told that legal red 
tape meant they were unable to use the title 
Oswestry Town FC. 

The new club will be based at Gatacre 
playing fields, which means it will be a town 
centre club in easy walking distance for fans, 
and the plan is to field two teams. 

Oswestry Town Council has agreed to the 
use of the town’s crest as a logo and former 
Shrewsbury Town goalie Mike Barton will

The advent of Oswestry Villa opens up a new chap¬ 
ter in Oswestry’s long and distinguished footballing 
history, which stretches back to the very earliest days 
of the modern game. 

The original Oswestry club, Oswestry United, was 


founded in 1860, making it one of the world’s oldest 
football clubs. 

The renamed Oswestry Town Football Club won the 
Cheshire League in 1972, competed in the Northern 
Premier League and they also reached the FA Cup 
first round on several occasions. 

However it went into decline and was forced to sell 


its Victoria Road ground to pay its debts, folding com¬ 
pletely in the late 1980s. 

It reformed in the 1990 joining the Welsh league 
and in 2003 merged with the Llansantffraid based 
Total Network Solutions - now renamed The New 
Saints and recently crowned Welsh Premier League 
champions.

A RETIRED police sergeant 
and former president of the 
Shropshire Bowling Associa¬ 
tion has died aged 81.

He served in Shrewsbury, 
West Felton, Oswestry and 
Herefordshire, returning to 
Oswestry as a sergeant in 
1981. He retired in 1987, 
with two chief constable 
commendations. 

“He then worked for 23 
years at Furrows in 
Oswestry, retiring in Febru¬ 
ary 2012.” 

He was a member of the 
Masonic Brownlow Lodge, 
his hobbies included golf and 
bowling. He was a member 
of the Church Bowling Club 
in Oswestry and was the 
county president. 

His funeral is on July 9 at 
Shrewsbury Crematorium 
at 2.30pm.

Dog groomer Larissa swops 
care homes for canines 


CLEANER, horse display team rider, care home manager, hydrother¬ 
apist - Larissa Williams has had her share of unusual and challenging 
jobs since leaving school. 

But the 43-year-old is now preparing to take on a fresh challenge by setting up her own 
business as a mobile dog groomer. 

Larissa, who is based in Meifod, said: “I used to work with horses in my younger days 
and rode with display teams and then went into working with vulnerable adults and man¬ 
aging two homes for vulnerable children. I started off as a cleaner then did a training 


scheme in hydrotherapy at the orthopaedic 
hospital in Gobowen. Then I helped manage 
Oswestry Home Care, and then worked for 
Powys County Council in community care. 
For the last five years I’ve managed two pri¬ 
vately-owned homes for children with com¬ 
plex needs. 

“I loved the children I looked after and I 
loved the team but I needed a new chal¬ 
lenge. I’d gone as far as I wanted to go and 
reached my goal and it was time to look 
around for a new challenge. I’ve done care 
in various settings for 23 years, and when I 
hit 43 I thought ‘do I really want to do this 
for another 20 years’. I’ve always wanted to 
work with animals, and probably always 
wanted to be my own boss.” 

Having spent the past three months com¬ 
pleting a City & Guilds training course and 
learning first aid for dogs and animal reiki, 
Larissa is now ready to start taking on cus¬ 
tomers with her business, Absolutely Fabu¬ 
lous. 

“It’s quite difficult to get groomers out 
when you’re working and so I thought 
there’s definitely a need for this service in 
this area,” she said. “I talked to Debbie 
Knight in Oswestry who’s been doing it for 
a long time, and that was it. 

“From looking at the adverts for other 
dog groomers around here, a lot of people 
have a lot of experience but no qualifica¬ 
tions. Most people put in their experience of 
however many years, but it’s the new people 



who are doing City & Guilds qualifications. 
It was something I wanted to do to make 
sure I’m completely prepared. 

“I’ve got a few clients lined up but I’m 
really just starting out. I’ve gone from work¬ 
ing full-time managing the home to doing 
this.” 

Larissa said she is planning to take cus¬ 
tomers from Welshpool, Oswestry and the 
area west of Shrewsbury. She will offer 
everything from fur clipping, washing and 
drying to flea treatments, dog walking and 
microchipping. 

She said: “All I need is parking space for 
a large van and access to a plug. All the 
grooming, washing and drying takes place 
inside the van. Microchipping is a service 
I’ve added on because of new legislation in 
Wales.” 

She is also keen to point out that all the 
products she uses are environmentally 
friendly.

Scorpion-like insect is 
a harmless curiosity 




ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


IT WAS not a truly shocking expe¬ 
rience, but one that I was not 
entirely expecting. As I walked 
down a lane near my house, a 
scorpion leapt onto my arm. 

Sadly for any disenchanted readers of this 
column, I have not upped sticks and moved 
to the Amazonian rainforest or the recesses 
of some deep, dank tropical jungle elsewhere 
in the world; I was merrily wandering down 
a farm track in deepest Shropshire. 

But a scorpion? Surely not. OK, I admit, 

I’ve left out a key word in my above descrip¬ 
tion; a scorpion fly leapt on to my arm. This . . ... . 

insect, although nothing to do with a real lt s eas Y to see how the male scorpion fly gets its name. 



scorpion, would I am sure still elicit a marked increase in 
heartbeat in many who saw it on their bare arm, for the tail 
of the males are remarkably scorpion-like. 

Soon I had seen another one. I vowed to return the fol¬ 
lowing day with my camera. Now you may have thought 
that going in search of a single fly in the open, Shropshire 
countryside, was little like looking for a needle in a partic¬ 
ularly large haystack without a metal detector. But actually 
although many of us have never seen a scorpion fly (includ¬ 
ing myself until a few years ago) they are actually very com¬ 
mon and this is the best time to see them. 

They are large flies, somewhere in size between a big 
bluebottle and a daddy-long-legs. They have very pretty 
speckled wings, a bizarre head and the males at any rate, 
have that wonderful “tail”. However unlike a scorpion, the 
scorpion fly can do no harm to humans. The “tail” is actu¬ 
ally a pair of claspers, similar to those of damsel flies and 


are used simply to hold on to the female whilst mating. The 
female does not have the “tail”. In fact, they both do little 
harm to anything. They simply move rather lethargically 
round the hedgerows on nice sunny summer days feeding 
off and cleaning up dead and dying insects. 

Any if you by any chance find your scorpion fly in the 
middle of a spider’s web, do not be alarmed for either party, 
for the scorpion fly has a remarkable habit of finishing off 
the bundled-up flies and other insects that the spider has 
caught. 

However it is the mating habits of this intriguing species 
that are truly surprising. Food items such as caterpillars, 
bugs, and flies are offered by the male to be eaten by the 
female during copulation. 

The female is first attracted by a pheromone emitted by 
vesicles or pouches at the end of the male’s abdomen. When 
the female is near, the male offers her his gift - if it is 


rejected, the female flies away. But if the gift is accepted, 
the male couples with the female whilst she consumes the 
offering. Talk about multi-tasking. 

The male supports the female by holding the prey. And 
in the world of scorpion flies, size matters. Duration and 
success of the copulation depends on the size of the gift. It 
has been observed by scientists that prey three to 14 mm 
long will provide one to 17 minutes of copulation and that 
larger prey the size of houseflies will be taken in return for 
20 to 29 minutes of copulation. 

With this species being so common, you may be forgiven 
for stopping occasionally down country lanes whilst walking 
with your partner and explaining politely to them that you 
are simply measuring and considering copulation times.

SKIPPER Mark Robinson is looking 
for his Oswestry side to sign off the 
first half of the season in style when 
they tackle high-flying Old Eliza¬ 
bethans in Saturday’s top-of-the-table 
showdown at Morda Road (12noon). 

A big crowd is expected for the crunch clash 
between the leading duo in the Birmingham Cricket 
League division two, with Oswestry having every¬ 
thing to play for against their Worcestershire visitors 
who arrive with a healthy 21-point lead at the top.
